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This  versatile  piece  of  equipment  was  designed 
and  built  by  Fred  Voorhees,  manager  of  Yerba  Buena 
Ranch,  Nogales,  Ariz.  The  portable  corral-transport 
is  used  during  vaccinating,  tagging,  marking,  and 
spraying  of  animals  out  on  the  range  and  for  moving 
cattle  from  one  range  or  corral  system  to  another. 
Mr.  Voorhees  calls   it  the   handiest  tool   on  the  ranch. 

Hinged  wing  fences  are  fastened  to  and  carried  on 
the  sides  of  the  vehicle  and  may  be  extended  to  aid 
in  loading  the  cattle.  Gates  inside  divide  the  animal 
space  into  three  compartments,  if  desired.  The  front 
compartment  will  hold  six  mature  cows;  the  middle, 
about    six    calves;    and    the    rear,    two   saddle    horses. 
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All  three  compartments  combined  will  hold  about 
twenty-five  400-pound  calves. 

The  corral-transport  may  be  towed  by  a  farm  pickup 
truck  or  by  a  farm  tractor  with  wide  front  wheels. 
Use  of  the  tractor  is  recommended,  especially  in  rough 
range  country. 

The  maximum  loaded  weight  of  the  corral-transport 
may  be  in  excess  of  7  tons.  This  fact  should  be  considered 
when  ordering  the  tandem  axle-and-wheel  assemblies 
from  the  manufacturer.
